that ſteps in the yong man that ſhe had appointed fo beare falſe 
witneſte againff him, and cries out foz helpe tw ; amd ſuddenly 
came running in dfuers of the Conrt, and lapd hands on him, 
and news was carried to the Landſ-grave, and the © mperour, 
of Pirigrino's fact : Alphontus verp ſo2ry to heare this tidings, 
pet would notfeke fo ercaſc him, butfaffered him to goe fo pyts 
ſon, where he lay foz the ſpace of tx dates,fhe ſeuenth,accozding 
fo the 02der offheirlaiv,he was had in examinatfon; and fo the 
lous Alphonſus bare h{m, he would heare the friall of the mat.

monealt the people « thus ſpake(P2ince Theſcus) Theſeus ſds 
denlp lak'o vp, marnelling who if was that knew hfs 
name ſo perfectlp, loking on this knf:bt called him to miny, 
and anſwered, Horatio. Nuoth the Knfzht Horatio, foz ſo was 
his name : my Noble Liene. what make pon here thus bound 
with chaines ſo nere your death? Q noth Theſcus J haveben 
falſely accuſed, nowconvemned fo dfe, Horatio (afreatey 
the Sheriffes fo hold backe the fire a lfffle, whtleft he went fo 
the Emperoz,to certifie him what he was,foz he (sa kings ſon, 
and falſely accuſed. The Sheriffes althoughthep were fo haue

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heare the mwatfer moze plainely pzoned :the whilff cp wentte 
fefch him, Horatio declared what he was, « the occaſion ofhis 
departure from his owne Countrep, Quoth Alphonſus, be fots 
me that was the occaſton of his departure, bnt hee told me he 
was a Gent'eman and a ponger bzother : by tha time,the © nx- 
perozs men came to the placc of executfon, whercthey veclarep 
bis will, and ſhe wed the S heriffes the Cmpero2s (ignet : when 
thep ſaw the Signet they knew tf was the ©mpero2s will he 
ſhould bs bzonght,thi thep cauſedhimto be vntied which when 
the people heard, there wasſuch caſting vp ofhats,hating any 
reiopetng, as though heauen + carth would haue gon together : 
when he came to the court he was examined againe ofthis mat- 
ter, the which he vtterly venfed, wherypon the fellow was cal- 
led againe that came in againff him, and demarided if this man 
were gufltp 02 no ; he anſwered, J,The ©mpe1our would nof 
belue him ſo,but wonld make a farther friall of ft, ſends pze- 
ſently fo; a racke,forackeHim, (ill Je told the truth :aMone as 
fhe racke came,the verp feare « ſight ofthe racke,made him fall 
on bis kn&s,e confeTe all : telling how Impio dfa bfre him te 
doe ff, 4 gaue him fifky Crownes. The Cmperoz and the Land(- 
grave hearing this ſends foz Impio,- who hearing her knanery 
wascom ouf,gets her intoherchaber,where ſhe ſuddenly fran- 
ales herſelfe witha Towell:the being found there dead in this 
manner,they were all verp ſozry,and deſired Theſeus fo pardon 
their haſty 4 raſh fudgement,the which he frely pardoned: this 
beſag paff,the Cmpero2 x the Landigravefntended ftoaccopany 
Theſeus into Greece: 4 command a Flet of ſhipsfo be pzepared 
foz this voyage:this news being bzufed about, Perigrino was 
aKingsSon gof Greece: fo that in the end ft came fovTi- 
eana's eare, who was halfe perſwaded ft was her Theſeus: well
